Mixed Marriage

On August 20, 149, a plane 
landed at Francistown, Bechuan- 
aland, and out stepped a 24-year- 
old London typist, the former 
Ruth Williams to join her hus- 
band Seretse Khama, chief of 
100,000 Bamangwatos tribesmen. 

The previous September a few 
people were shocked: at a white 
girl marrying this colored chief- 
tan, but that wis nothing to the 
shock experienced by his people 
over his marrying a white girl 
The tribal regent, Tshekedi 
Khama, the uncle of Seretse, 
seized the opportunity to secure 
authority for himself, but in 
June the tribal conclave decided 
to be broad minded and accept- 
ed Seretse and his English bride. 

On the day when the tribes- 
men were chanting their wel- 
come to the new ‘white queen,’ 
the authorities in South Africa 
and Southern Rhodesia were fil- 
ing protests with the British au- 
thorities regarding this breach 
of the color line which those two 
areas were Striving to enforce, 
month, Seretse flew to 
learn the British de- 
cision, Philip Noel-Baker tried 
to persuade him to abdicate as 
a move to appease South Africa

Only 12 could 
be located and they flatly re- 
fused to attend, The natives an- 
nounced that they would pay no 
more taxes until Britain per- 
mitted their Chief to return 

Britain decided to allow Se- 
retse to return for a visit to his 
wife but stood pat on the oust- 
ing of their chief. The last ex 
planation was that Seretse had 
acted improperly in marrying 
under circumstances which ol- 
fended his people, and that un- 
certainty as to the future atti- 
tude towards his children would 
cause tribal unrest. 


Atlantic Charter 
Called to Mind 


I have a recollection about an 
agreement in which Britain was 
a party and which guaranteed 
freedom to all people to select 
their own government. That was 
the Atlantic Charter. 

There was painted the picture 
of the peoples of the world ad- 
vancing together towards free- 
dom te live and work and wor- 
Ship. It was the guarantee which 
was held out to the down-trod 
den races, the assurance that the 
Allied nations would help and 
protect them 

It is immaterial what one may 
think of mixed marriages. The 
point is that when we go to tne 
people of the middle East, the 
people of Asia and the people 
of many parts of Africa and 
urge them to join our family of 
nations and adhere to our ideas 
of freedom and peace, they are 
likely to remember Seretse and 
say that actions epeak louder 
than words.
